The Health of President Buchanan.
£ The Wsshington Star alludiug to the
recent inditposition of Mr. Buchanan, eays
that it did I‘lbt continue twelve hours, and that
he is now as well and strong as ever.. The
editor adds : — '

A peculiar feature of the National Hotel
disease is, that it effects the patients by par-
oxysmws. When at its height, they are almoss
coutinuous. When commencing to recover,
the patient hss respites from their operation
on his system ; first, of a day, then of two
days ; until, as the disease is evidently wear-
ing off, the paroxysms are the exceptions in
the condition of his health The President
was ectirely free from the action of the dis-
ease for three or four weeks up to the night
before last, we hear, when he was somewhat
affected by it yesterday forenoon. It then
vanished. Our own experience with it, which
has been dearly purchased, indeed, teaches
that in the President’s case the discase is at
its veey last stage, and that, hereafter, he will
be entirely free from it.”

We sinrerely trust that this may prove true.
The death of the President would be a na-
tional calamity. amd it would be deplored by
all parties. The New York Commercial says
that the remsrks of the Washington Star, re-
specting the periodical return of the disease,
are confirmed by tha experience of other gen-
tlemen. The Hoo"™Mr. Latrobe, President
of the American Colonization Suciety, and the
Rev Mr Pinuey, S8eeretary of the New York
Colonization 8i ciety. who with other delegates
to the annual eclonization meeting were gucsts
of the National Hotel, and sufferers by the
disease, to this day remain subject'to its at-
tacke. There is a mystery about the origin
of this matter that is far from being eleared
up by any investigation that has yet been
weade.
